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This IS a decision on the papers filed 06 December 2001 which are being treated 
as a request under 37 CFR 1 .42.

A copy of the international application w as communicated to the I 'nited 
States Patent and Trademark Office from the International Bureau on JuK' 2000 A 
Demand for international preliminar\' examination, in which the lUitcd States was 
elected, was filed on 09 June 2000, prior to the expiiation ol^imeteen nuMiths from the 
priority date, AccordingK', the thirty-month period ibr pavmg the basic national tee m 
the Tnited States expired at midnight on 24 June 2001 

On 22 June 2001, applicants filed a transmittal letter for entry into the national 
stage in the United States which was accompanied b\', /nfcr a/in. the recjuisite basic 
national fee as required bv 3? U S.C 371(c)(1) and a preliminarv amendment 
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On 06 December 2001, applicants filed the current response which included an 
executed declaration for inxentors Yamasaki, Imoto, Hiianuira. Kawauchi, Kaxakin. 
Sawada. Abe, Haniashima. Ishibashi and Setoi Applicants also included a second 
declaration executed by Noriko Uku, Chikako Oku and fomohito Oku as representati\ es 
of Teruo Oku. 

On 26 February 2001, applicants filed the current response indicating that the 
Declaration submitted on January 12, 2001 does comply with 37 CFR 1 63 since an 
Initial Application Data Sheet was also submitted. 



Applicant's declarations are being treated as a recjuest under 37 CFR 1 .42. 

With respect to applicants' declarations in the current application, 37 CFR 1.42 
states, in part:

(4) States that the person making tlic oalh oi dcclaiatuMi 
belie\ es the named m\ entor oi iin entoi s to he the original 
and fu st in\ent(M- or inx entors ot^the subject matter w hich is 
claimed and for which a patent is sought 

(b) ( 1 ) The oath or declaration must be made h\ all of tiie 
actual inventors except as prov ided for in 1 42. 1 43 c^r 
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representative of a deceased inventor, the oath or 
declaration shall also state that the person is a legal 
representative and the citizenship, residence and mailing 
address of the legal representatix e. 



The declarations filed 06 December 2001 fail io propcrls' identify the citizenship, 
residence and mailing address of both the legal representati\'cs and the deceased inx entor 
Accordingly, the declaration is not acceptable under 37 CFR 1 .497, 



Applicants' request under 37 CFR 1 .42 is DISMISSED without prejudice 

If reconsideration of this decision is desired, a proper response, i .e., a declaration 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1 497(a)-(b), must be filed within TWO (2) MONTHS from 
the mail date of this decision. Any reconsideration request should include a cover letter 
entitled "Renewed Request Under 37 CFR 1.42".
